The men fought no1>ly, 
and were ready for anything which experi- 
enced commanders would order them to do. 


GOT. Sprague behaved with conspicuous 


gallantry, and insisted on making a stand 
for another light ut CenterviHcrbutthe men 
were too much demoralized by the panic 
which sprang up in the rear. 


Cols. Hunter aud Heintzelman havo sent 


word that, in spite of their woundst they 
will take the field again in two days, if de- 
aired. 


When the fourteenth New York entered 


tbe field, they passed a wounded Major of 
the rebel army, who begged for water. A 
private gave it to him, and he offered his 
gold watch in return. The private declined 
to take it, but the Major insisted, as he aaid 
some one else would get it if he did not. 


Russell got a report of the fight off in 


time for the Boston htunmer. 


During the light, the rebels carried Amer- 


ican flags to deceive our men. 
When amall 


squadg that had got separated from their 
regiments approached these flags, they were 
fired upon and slaughtered. The rebels 
alao fired upon the wounded, standing them 
up foi targets, and then firing at them. One 
of the Connecticut men saw this done. 


A number of the second Nuw York saw 


tho rebel sharp-shoot era lire upoc and kill 
two vivandiers who were giving winu mid 
wuter to the wounded. 


The rebels also shot at ambulances briii"- 


ing off the wounded. They also fired point 
blank at the buildings used as hospitals, 
and it is said by some that thry fired the 
buildings. 


Cttpt. Hitggerty, of the sixty-ninth, W:H 


killed in a charge. When his body was 
found, hia throat was cut from ear to ear, 
and his eara and nose cut off. 
Many of the 


wounded were fottnd thus disfigured. 


It is charged very positively that Capt. 


Alexander, of the regular army, who was 
in command of n battery, showed cowardice 
and was the first to run. 


When the colors' of the sixty-ninth wore 


captured hy the Virginians, two of them 
seized the flags and were going off with 
them, when Lieut, ifatbcws, of Company 
K; I'' re Xouaves, lircd and lulled both tho 
Virginians, and recovered the flags. 


Capt. Wildey, of Company I, Xou.ives, 


killed two out of four Mississippi's who 
were dragging a gun. 


All of our men agree in representing that 


tho rebel infantry will not stand a fair light 
even with three to our one. They gave 
way whenever attacked, when not supported 
by artillery. 


A spectator of the sccno (ells me that the 


Zouaves literally decimated the HIack Horso 
Cavalry, the celebrated rebel troop. About 
the middle of the battle the Zouaves fired 
by platoons upon the rebel infantry station- 
ed in the woods. After they had fired they 
discovered n troop of horse cominjr down 
on their rear. They carried tho Auierican 
flag, which deeaived Col. Heintzelmau, ami 
made him believe they were United States 
cavalry, aud ho so told tho Zouaves. As 
they came nearer, their true character was 
discovered, but too late for ail the Zouaves 
to reload. The raiment faced and receiv- 
ed the cavalry as they came clown with lev- 
eled bayonets, which threw them into con- 
fusion. Then away went muskets, and the 
Zouaves went in with their knives and pis- 
tols. They seized the horses nnd slabbed 
the riders. 
In this hand-to hand conflict 


the Black Horse Troop wetc handled in 
their own professed way of fighting. The 
sequel showed the Zoutwes to be the most 
expert handlers of tho knife. When the 
light was over, there were not twenty oftho 
four hundred cavalry left alive. Men ntid 
horses had been cut to pieces by the infuri- 
ated redshirts. This troop of cavalry had 
boasted they would picket their horses in 
the grounds of the White House. 


The colors of the Fifth Massachusetts 


regiment were lost in the last fight, but res- 
cued by one of the reporters, Mr. Stedman, 
of the World. 


It is well authenticated that in several in- 


stances our men fired upon each other. — 
Company 1, of the Thirty -eighth Regiment 
New York Volunteers, aulFered severely from 
such a mischance. 


Our loss of field-pieces is no so great as 


I have heretofore estimated it. Every gun 
of Capt. Ayres' battery, formerly Sherman's, 
waa brought off safu — only some caissons 
being lost. Tho loss of baggage-wagons 
will not exceed fifty. In small arms our 
loss is at least three thousand. 


The Colonels of our rogiments appear to 


have been in the thickest of the fight, if we 
may judge of the casualties. The returns 
show four killed and seven wounded. There 
were thirty-six in -the engagement, which 
gives a ratio of one in three killed or 
wounded. 


About one-half of the Rhode Islanders 


are in their old quarters. They arc not 
badly cut up, and but little demoralised. — 
Gov. Sprague has given orders lo the ofli- 
cers to spare no expense in getting the reg- 
iments in condition, nnd to charge the cost 
to him. 


The secessionists of Washington make 


no concealment of their exultation. Thu 
prisoners taken from the rebels and in con- 
finement in Washington are liberally sup- 
plied with cakes, pies, wines and clothing 
by women who commend them as the great- 
est patriots in the country. 


There were two riots near Willard's to- 


day. About I o'clock a squad of men were 
passing the hotel with three rebel prisoners 
takeu at Bull's Hun. One of these was re- 
cognized by the Zouaves as a man who had 
be«n active in the fight of Sunday. They 


the first house visited by the excited popu- 
lace was that of Gen. Patterson. 
Tho un- 


erring instincts of the mob pointed him oul 
then as a sympathizer with the rebels, and 
later events go far to prove they were cor- 
rect. 


Tho foreign ministers are in a great qimn 


dary. It ia their duty to keep their respcc 
tive governments advised of the condition 
of things. According to European rules, 
the defeat of government force i within 
twenty miles of its capital, implies the over- 
throw of thu government. They f nd it dif- 
ficult to overthrow this established rule of 
judging, and yet hesitate to report the opin- 
ion that the government is incapable of BUS 
tainiiig itself.

When they 
arrived the crowd was soon dispersed.

nd were ready for anything which experi- 
nced commanders would order them to do. 


Gov.' Sprague -behaved with conspicuous 
allantry, and insisted oh making a stand 
or another fight lit CentemHe, but the men 
were too much demoralized by the panic 
which sprang up'in the rear, 


Cols. Hunter and Heintzelman have sent

When the fourteenth New York entered 
e field, they passed a wounded Major of 
e rebel army, who begged for water. A 
rivate gave it to him, and he offered his 
old watch inretnrn. The private declined

Russell got a report of the fight off in 
me for the Boston steamer. 
During the fight, the rebels carried Araer- 


can flags to deceive our men. When small 
quads that had got separated from their 
egiments approached these flags, they were 
red upon and slaughtered. The rebels 
Iso fired upon the wounded, standing them 
p for targets, and then firing at them. One 
f the Connecticut men saw this done. 
A number of the second New York saw 
le rebel sharp-shooters fire upon and kill 
wo vivandiers who were giving wine and 
water to.the wounded. 


The rebels also shot at ambulances briug- 


ng off the-wonnded. They also fired point 
lank at the buildings used as hospitals, 
nd it is said by some that they fired the 
uildinga. 
Capt. Haggerty, .of the sixty-ninth, was 
illed in a charge.1 When his body was 
ound, his throat was cut from ear to ear, 
nd his ears and nose cat off. 
Many of the 


ounded were found thus disfigured.

In this hand-to-hand conflict 
he Black Horse' Troop were handled in 
beir own professed way of fighting. The 
equel showed the Zonaves to be the most 
xpert handlers of the knifa.

Ffom a graphic'account of the battle at 


Bull's Run, published in the New York 
World, w& *lcan the following incidents of 
the great rout:— 
' 
• " 


By the time I reached the top of the hill, 


the retreat, the panic, the hideous headlong 
confusion, were now beyond a hope. I wna 
near the rear of the movement, with the 
brave Capt. Alexander, who undeavored by 
tbe most gallant but unavailable exertions 
to check the onward tumult. It was diffi- 
cult to believe in the reality of our sudden 
rivers*. > "What does it all mean ?" I ask- 
ed Alexander. ''It means defeat," was his 
reply. ".We are beaten ; it is a shameful, 
a cowardly rotreat! Hold up, men I" he 
shouted, "don't bo such infernal cowards 1" 
and be rado backwards and forwards, pla- 
cing bis horse across the road and vainly 
trying to rally the running troops. Tho 
teams and wagons .confused and dismem- 
bered every corps. 
We wero now cut off 


from the advance body by the enemy's in- 
fantry, who had rushed on the slope just 
left by us, surrounded tbe guns and sutler's 
wagons, and were apparently pressing up 
against us. " It's no use, Alexander," I 
said, "you must leave with the rest." "I'll 
be d—d if 1 will," was thesullun reply, and 
and the splendid fellow rode back to make 
his way as best he could. Meantime I saw 
otficera with leaves and eagles on thoir 
shoulder-straps, nmjora and colonels, who 
had deserted their commands, pass me gal- 
loping as if for dear life. 
No enemy pur- 


sued them just then ; butlsuppose all wore 
afraid that his guns would be turned down 
the long, narrow avenue, and mow tho re- 
treating thousands, and batter to pieces ar- 
my wagons and everything else which 
crowded it". "Only one field officer, so far 
as my observation extended, seemed to 
have remembered his duty. 
Lieut. Colonel 


Speidel, a foreigner attached to ti Connecti- 
cut regiment, strove against the current for 
a league. I positively declare that, with 
with the two exceptions mentioned, all ef- 
forts made to check the panic before Cen- 
terville was reached, was confined to civil- 
ians. I saw a man in citizens' d.'ess who 
had thrown oft' his coot, seized a musket, 
and was trying to rally the soldiers who 
came by at tho point of tho bayonet. In 
reply to a request for his name, ho said it 
was Wasbburtie, and I learned that ho was 
the member by that name from Illinois.— 
The lion. Mr. Kellogg made a similar effort. 
BDth these congressmen bravely stood their 
ground till the last moment, and were serv- 
iceable at Centerville in assisting the halt 
there ultimately made. And other civilians 
did what they could. 


TUB PANIC. 


But what a scene 1 and how terrific the 


onset of that tumultuous retreat. For three 
miles, hosts of federal troops—all detauhed 
from their regiments, all mingling in one 
disorderly rout—were fleeing along the 
road, but mostly through the lots on either 
side. Army wtifons, sutlers' teams, and 
private carriages, choked the passage, tum- 
bling against each other, amid clouds of 
dust, and sickening sights and sounds.— 
tlacks, containing unlucky spectators of 
the late afV'ay, were smashed like #his3, and 
the occupants were los>t sight of in the de- 
bris. Horses, Hying wildly from the bnttte 
field, many of them in death agony, gallop- 
ed ut random forward, joining in the Kturn- 
pcde. Those on foot who could ctitch them 
rode them bare-buck, as much tr> save them- 
selves from being rtir. over, n.s to niiike 
quicker time. Wounded men, lying along 
tbe banks—the few either left on the field 
not taken to the captured hospitals, iippeal- 
ed with raised huitdd to those who rode 
horses, begging to be lifted behind, but few 
regarded such petitions. Then the artille- 
ry, such as was saved, came thundering 
along, smashing and overpowering every- 
thing. The regular cavalry, I record it to 
iheir shame, joined in the melee, addirg to 
its terrors, for they rode down footmen -with- 
out mercy. 
One of the great j»uns over- 


turned and. lay amid the ruins of a caiason. 
as I passed it. I saw an artillery-man run- 
ning between tho ponderous fore and after 
wheels of his gun-carriage, hanging on with 
both hands, and vainly striving to jump 
upon the ordinance. 
Tho drivers were 


spurring the horses; he could not cling 
much longer, and a more agonized expres- 
sion never fixed the features of la drowning 
man. 
The carriage bounded from the 


roughness of a ,stet:p hill leading to a creek, 
he lost bin hold, fell, and in an instant the 
great wheels had crushed the life out of 
him. Who ever saw such, a flight ? Could 
the 
retreat at Borodino have exceed- 


ed it in tumult and confusion ? 1 think 
not. 
It did not slack in the least until 


Centerville was reached. There the sight 
of the reserve—Miles' brigade—formed in 
order on the hill, seemed somewhat to re- 
assure the van. But still the teams and 
foot soldiers pushed on, passing their own 
camps and heading swiftly for the distant 
Potomac, until for ten miles tho road over 
which the grand nrmy had so Intely passed 
southward, gay with unstained banner, and 
flushed with surety of strength, was cover- 
ed with the fragments of its retreating 
forces, shattered und panic-stricken in a 
single day.

WASHINGTON, July 2!i. 


The faces of our dead, in the skirmish on 


Thursday, were horribly mauled with the 
butt-ends of muskets, und their bodies filled 
with wounds, evidently inflicted after they 
had fallen upon the field. Poor Captain 
Downey, of the Fire Zouaves, ou Sunday, 
being overpowered by numbers, threw down 
his arms and surrendered. " We take no 
prisoners, d—n ye," was the reply, and he 
was literally blown to pieces, no less than 
sixteen balls entering his body. 


It is said that Secretary Cameron, after a 


visit to Centerville and the vicir.ity of Hull's 
Run on Saturday, was so strongly impressed 
with the difficulty of forcing the enemy's 
position that ho returned in great haste to 
Washington for the purpose of changing 
tho orders concerning the army movement. 
It being too late for this, however, he sent 
on all the available troops to strengthen the 
reserve. It appears, also, that a conviction 
of the hopelessness of the attack weighed 
upon most of the officers of our army.— 
General McDowell considered a victory of 
so much importance that he felt it necessa- 
ry to risk defeat. It is stated by some of 
those engaged in the fight that our men 
were exhausted with hunger, having eaten 
only dry bread on Sunday, and that if they 
had been properly fed they would have fought 
with a better heart. Greater courage they 
could not have shown. 


An Alabama captain, who was taken 


prisoner, declared, b el'o re dying of his 
wounds, that the forces at and about Ma- 
nassas were 110,000. 


The Zouaves, after taking one battery, 


were rushing upon another when those be- 
hind it cried out, " For God's sake, don't 
shoot your brothers." Upon t.hia the Zou- 
aves reserved their fire, until a volley was 
pou.-cd in upon them by the battery from 
which tbe supplications had come. 


Senator Lane, of Indiana, gave it as bis 


opinion that the reason of the panic was an 
order given to batteries to return to a cer- 
tain point for ammu nition, and this apparent- 
ly retreating movement of batteries pro- 
duced consternation and panic. By othora, 
the order to retreat, which assisted to change 
the fortunes of Sunday, is ascribed to Col. 
Miles, of the nrmy, who commanded the 
Fifth Division. 


As evidence of the utter folly and inca- 


pacity of Gen. Patterson, he telegraphed as 
late as Saturday night for reinforcements, 
stiling that Johnston was close at hand uud 
in force. 


AU the artillery lost in the battle will be 


instantly replaced with guns within reach 
at the North. Among the batteries tele- 
graphed for already is tho Whitworth bat- 
tery, of six or eight rifled guns, presented 
to the government by patriotic citizens of 
tho United States in England which is prob- 
ably already on the way ; as also a full bat- 
tery belonging to the State of Connecticut, 
and one at Harriaburg, the property of 
Pennsylvania. 


A Massachusetts Colonel was met in the 


retreat two miles ahead of his regiment, 
which ho assured an inquirer was cut to 
S 


ieces. N,o remonstrances availed to in- 
ace him to turn back, or to wait for his 


men. Subsequently be excused himself by 
saying that be received a sun-stroke, the 
effects of which did not seem, however, to 
have diminished his pace towards Washing- 
ton. 


But the palm of infamy must be given to 


the Fourth Pennsylvania Regiment, whose 
three months expired on the morning of the 
battle, and who took the disgraceful step of 
retiring towards Washington on the morn- 
ing of the battle. They were met near the 
Long Bridge by regiments which w o r e 
marching to reinforce the advance. 


Gen. Scott is reported, upon excellent 


authority, to have said to the President that 
he had acted like a coward for the first time 
in his life in yielding to the urgency of the 
public, the presa, and members of Congress, 
and advancing upon Manassas before he 
was ready. 


Nine regiments are expected to-night, 


and thirty more will be here in six days.— 
The Secretary of War, to-day, accepted four 
additional regiments and two batteries of 
artillery from Iowa. The Third Iriah Reg- 
iment of New York, R. C. Enright, Major, 
to be enrolled iu six days, was also accept- 
ed to-day. Over 70,000 troops have been 
offered and accepted since yesterday, on 
condition of being here in from three to fif- 
teen days. 


Peter McCall, of Pennsylvania, Rufus 


King, of Wisconsin, and S, It. Curtis, of 
Iowa, have been appointed Brigadier Gen- 
erals.

WASHINGTON, July 2X 


Gen. Scott has for a long while been of 


the opinion, in view of the well drilled mili- 
tia of the south, that camps of instruction 
should be established for our troops, tind 
that they should be thoroughly educated 
before venturing into the field for active 
service. 
The popular sentiment of the peo- 


ple, which is frequently very erroneous, and 
proved to be so at this time, overruled Gen. 
Scott, and an early battle was determined 
upon. It has been had, and the results are 
before us. 


The barbarities practiced by the rebel-! at 


the battle of Hull's Run are unparalleled. 
An instance is related wheru a private of 
the First Connecticut Regiment found a 
wounded rebel lying iu the sun, and lifted 
him up and carried him to a shade, where 
ho gently laid him and gave him a drink 
from his canteen. 
Revived by the drink, 


tbe ingrate drew his pistol and shot his 
benefactor through the heart. Another in- 
stance is related of a troop of rebel cavalrj 
deliberately firing upon a number of woun 
ded men, >vho had been placed together iu 
the shade by their comrades, ami a mane 
whom was a rebel olKcer, who had received 
the fcame kind attention. 
It is said by Vir- 


ginians who have come from the battle-field 
that these fiends in human shape have- tnk 
en the bayonets and knives of our wounded 
und dying soldiers, and thrust them into 
thoir heart.-1, and left thoiu sticking there ; 
and that some of the Louisiana Zouaves 
have severed the heads of our dead from 
their bodies, and amused themselves In 
kicking them about as footballs. 


A Zouuvu who was taken prisoner will; 


six others, and subsequently effected his es 
cape, arrived here to-night with a broker 
humk'uti'on his wrist. 
He reports that tho 


Zouaves wero treated with Indian barbaril^ 
by the rebels, many being pinioned to 
trees uud tormented with bayonets thrust at 
them. 


Capt. Downey, of the Zonavca, was woun- 


ded ou the field, and his body was alter- 
wards found literally eut to pieces. 
It wa.s 


eut into four quarters. 


Among the prisoners taken at Bull's Run 


and brought to Washington is Major (Jon. 
George 11, Stewart, the commander of the 
fir.st divimon of Maryland rebel volunteers. 


There is no doubt that the rebels were 


actually retreating towards Managua Junc- 
tion at the very time when our soldiers were 
running towards Centervillc. 
The 
rein- 


forcements fiom Manussas were prohuhly 
intended to cover tho retreat of the troops 
that had been engaged in the action. Long 
before the panic on our aide occurred, the 
wagon train of the rebels was wending its 
way from thu field, plainly indicating their 
intention to retire. This train waa followed 
by large bodies of infantry, and it is proba- 
ble thtit, if our men had stood their ground 
even fifteen minutes longer, they would 
have had undisputed possession of the field. 


It is stated by a Virginian, who cume 


from Manasstts into our lines to-day, that 
the order for the retreat of the rebets.had 
already been issued. It is evident that ihe 
rebels did not immediately understand the 
movement on our side. 
They thought 


themselves whipped, and the sudden retire- 
ment of Iheir victors undoubtedly astonish- 
ed them. This is apparent from the fact 
that no pursuit was attempted for any con- 
siderable distance. 


Two of the prisoners taken at Bull's Run 


on Sunday wero brought to this city and 
lodged in the guard-house last night. They 
belong to a Georgia regiment attached to 
Gea. Johnston's division, which, they s.iy, 
arrived at Manassas on Sunday morn- 
ing. 
They say that, in an attempt to cap- 


ture Sherman's battery, they were cut to pie- 
ces by the fire of several regiments, and 
they think that there are not more than two 
hundred of their men left. 
They laughed 


at the idea of General Patterson overtaking 
them, and aay they fooled him completely. 


lad given an order to one of big aids for a 
listant regiment. 
The aid was about gal- 


oping off, when he saw tbe corouel fall 
Vomnis horae. He immediately came to 
lis assistance, but the colonel motioned 
him off, telling him, "delfver your order, 
and never mind me—I will take care of my- 
self." 


Lieut. Col. BOOIIG of Misslesipppi, ono of 


thu few prisoners taken by our troops, states 
that, bad tho Union troops held their 
{round on the other aide of Bull's Run for 
aalf an hour longer, the entire rebel army 
would have given way. 


How absolute tbe disintegration of the 


[grand army was is fully evidenced by 
Lhe fact that tht brigade commiasioncrii 
would be seen on Sunday night between 
Centrevillc and Fairfax Court House with- 
out aid or a man of their brigades within 
ten miles of them. 


It has thus far been found almost impos- 


sible to gather the debris of the grand ar- 
my into the former encampments of tbe 
several regiments that participated in tbe 
precipitate retreat to Washington. 
Thou- 


sands of men are loafing about the city in 
Lhe moat independent fashion. 
Many of 


Lhe officers contiuue to set a bad example 
by persisting iu the enjoyment of hotel 
comforts, instead of reporting for duty, and 
trying to rally their men and infuse them 
onco more with a spirit of order and disci- 
pline.

The rebel cavalry WAS left to 
cover the retreat on their side, and they hud 
then no idea that tliey had won the victory 
If our fugitives could have been formed in 
order in the rear of the position occupied 
by Blenker's reserve, they might have re 
turned during the night or the next morn 
ing and triumphantly occupied the very 
field of battle where they fought BO well. 
Not a gun nor a wagon would have been 
lost on our side, but the heavy guns in the 
enemy's batteries would all have been cap- 
tured. 


Au additional evidence of the astonish 


meut of the rebels at the retirement of our 
forces is furnished from the fact that on 
Monday morning a gentleman, in citizen's 
dress, rode down the road from Centerville 
to where the camp of the 1st Massachusetts 
regiment had been, cind found there a cav 
nlry picket of the rebels, wondering, will 
evident amazement, why the camp bad been 
vacated so hurriedly aa to leave behind the 
blankets and kuupaaclcs of the men. 


Oov. Sprague, of Rhode Island, had two 


horses shot under him during the action 
After the first one was killed, by his beat 
being shot away by a cannon ball, his men 
gathered around him and insisted upon his 
going to the rear. This he positively re- 
fused to do, and continued throughout the 
engagement at the head of his brigade, gal- 
lantly leading them on and encouraging 
their efforts. 


Your correspondent can himself bear 


personal testimony to tbe intrepidity of the 
first German rifles.' While the panic wns 
at, ite greatest height, the commander of tbe 
division rode up to Col. Blenker, after vain- 
ly endeavoring to stem the frantic tide of 
fugitives and remarked to him, " Colonel, 
you and your regiment can save the repub- 
lic." 
To which the fearless commander re- 


plied, " We have never learned to run. be- 
fore the enemy." 


The brave conduct of Col. Hunter, com- 


manding the second divission, deserves spe- 
cial notice.

In looking over the a. -counts of the bat- 


tle, we must come to the conclusion that 
oar men fonght bravely. 
The volunteers 


did not flinch, even when standing under 
fire for hours. There never was a braver 
army of soldiers went into the Afield — they 
needed nothing but competent leaders to 
have bf:en victorious, even against the im- 
mense odds against them. 


A great many opinions have been given 


as to the cause of the retreat. Some have 
attributed it to the stampede among the 
teamsters and civilians. This may have 
prevented a rally at Centerville ; but we be- 
lieve the first order to retreat waa given by 
McDowell himself, who found that he had 
been drawn by the enemy into a net, and 
retired to prevent the center division of the 
army, which he led, from being surrounded 
and cut off. 
The rebels thought they had 


had him far enough into the trap, and then 
they charged with fresh cavalry upon his 
rear. To get out of the scrape, he ordered 
his forces to retire, which they did in good 
order ; but their retreat caused a panic 
among the teamsters, reporters, 
congress- 


men, &c., behind them, and it was princi- 
pally these, and a few cowards in the army, 
who were guilty of the disgraceful rout that 
followed. 
Our belief is that the main part 


of the army which had done the fighting 
during the day, and the principal portion o' 
the reserve at Centreville, could have been 
rallied at the latter place, had there been 
an officer on the ground in whom the army 
had «onfideuce. 


W bat are we to do for officers? 
Take 


them; frora the regular army? 
Look at 


Mile.'i, who writes U. S. A. after his name, 
so drunk on the day of the battle, that he 
refused to obey an order to bring his divi- 
sion into the field. He was entrusted with 


•-the command of the reserve, the next most 


important post to that of commander in 
chief._ He was an educated officer in' the 
regular service. While this was tho con- 
duct of an officer in the regular service, 
there were volunteer officers who were cool 
and collected during the action. So we 
inuatvConclude that our officers must not all 
come from the regular service, and that we 
are not always certain of obtaining good 
officers from that sonrce. The only alter- 
native is to try IJtem in action, and advance 
the meritorious. 
We have tried McClellan, 


Lyon and Sigel. Here are three whom we 
can trust, and we believe that names from 
the battle field of the 2 1st will be added to 
the list. 
We must look for tJtc lie.ro who is 


to lead the nation out of this trouble ,by 
the light of experience in the tield of con- 
flict ; when the right man is found he will 
fill a lofty place in the history of our age. 
Who is the man? The people arei strain- 
ing their eyes to catch a glimpse of him — 
their hearts go out into the dimfuture to meet 
him.

Incident* of trie Fight at B«H'« Run. 


From algrapbia'ac'connt of the battle at 


Bull's Run, published" in the New York 
World, we-a;lean the following incidents ol 
.the great rout:—:,

By the time I reached the top of the hill, 


the retreat, the panic, the hideous headlong 
confusion, were now beyond a hope. I was 
near the rear of tbe movement, with the 
brave Capt. Alexander, who undeavored by 
the most gallant but unavailable exertions 
to check the onward tumult. 
It was diffi- 


cult to believe in the reality of our sudden 
rayerse. .-:.-" What- doesiit.all mean ?" I ask- 
ed Alexander. "It me'ans defeat," wa's his 
reply. 
".We.are^Featen ; it is a shameful, 


a cowardly retreat I Hold up, men I" he 
shouted, "don't bo such infernal cowards I" 
and .he rode Backwards and,.forwards, pla- 
chig his horse across the,road and vain'Vy 
trying to rally the running troops. The 
teams and wa.gon3.,co.nfused nnd dismem 
bered'every corps.-' We were now cut off 
from-the advance body by the enemy's in- 
fantry, who had rushed on the slope just 
left by us, surrounded the guns and-sutler's 


be d—d if'.I will," was tbe sullen reply, and 
and-the splendid fellow rode back to make 
bis way as best he could.. Meantime I saw 
officers with leaves and eagles on their 
sb.oulder-stra.ps, majors and colonels, who 
had deserted their commands, pass me .gal- 
loping as if for de_ar life. No enemy pur- 
sued them just then ; but I suppose all were 
afraid that his guns would be turned down 
the long, narrow.avenue, and mow the re- 
treating thousands, and batter to pieces ar- 
my wagons and everything" elso which 
crowded it;'"~Only one field officer, so far 
as my observation extended, seemed to 
have remembered his duty. Lieut. Colonel 
Speidel, a foreigner attached to a Connecti- 
cut regiment, strove against the current for 
a league. I positively declare that, with 
with the two exceptions mentioned, all ef- 
forts made to check the panic before Cen- 
terville was reached, was confined to civil- 
ians. I saw''a man in 'citizens' dress who 
had thrown off his" coat, seized a musket, 
and was trying to rally the soldiers who 
came by at the point of the baycnet. In 
reply to a request for his name, he said it 
was Washburne, and I learned that he waa 
the member by that name .from Illinois.— 
The Hon. Mr. Kellogg made a similar effort. 
Both these congressmen bravely stood their 
ground till the last moment, and were serv- 
iceable at Centerville in assisting the ha'.t 
there ultimately made. Aud other civilians 
did what they could. 


THE PANIC. 


But what a scene I and how terrific the 


onset of that tumultuous retreat. 
For three 


miles, hosts of federal troops—all detached 
from their'regiments,, all mingling in one 
disorderly rout—were fleeing along the 
road, but mostly through the lots on either 
side. 
Army wagons, sutlers' teams, and 


private carriages, choked the passage, tum- 
bling against each other,, amid clouds of 
dust, and sickening sights and sounds.— 
Hacks, containing unlucky spectators of 
the late affray, were smashed like glass, and 
the occupants were lost sight of in the de- 
bris. Horses, flying wildly from the battle 
field, many of them in death agony, gallop- 
ed at random-forward, .joining in the stam- 
pede. 
Those on foot who could catch them 


rode them bare-back, as much to save them- 
selves from being rur; over, as to make 
quicker time.' Wounded men, lying along 
the banks—the:few either left on the field 
not taken to the captured hospitals, appeal- 
ed with raised hands to those who rode 
horses, begging to be. lifted behind, but few 
regarded such petitions. Then the artille- 
ry, such as was saved, came thundering 
along, smashing and overpowering every- 
thing. 
The regular cavalry, I record it to 


their shame, joined in the melee, addicg to 
its terrors, for they rode down footmen with- 
o.ut mercy. 
One of the great guns over- 


turned and lay amid the ruins of a caisson, 
as I passed it. I saw an artillery-man run- 
ning between the ponderous fore and after 
wheels of his gun-carriage, hanging on with 
both hands, and vainly striving to jump 
upon the ordinance. 
The drivers were 


spurring the horses.; he could riot cling 
much longer, and a more agonized expres- 
sion never fixed the features of'a drowning 
man. 
The carriage 
bounded from the 


roughness of a steep hill leading to a creek, 
he lost his hold, fell, and in an instant the 


reat wheels had crushed the life out of 
im. 
Who ever saw such a flight ? Could 


the retreat at Borodino have exceed- 
ed it in tumult and confusion? 
1 think 


not. It did not slack in the least until 


!enterville was reached. There the sight 


of the reserve-—Miles' brigade—formed in 
order on'the hill, seemed somewhat to re- 
assure the van. But still the teams and 
bot soldiers pushed on, passing their own 
camps and heading swiftly for the distant 
Potomac, until for ten miles the road over 
which the grand army had so lately passed 
southward, gay with unstained banner, and 
lushed with surety of strength, was cover- 
:d with the fragments of its retreating 
"orces, shattered and panic-stricken in a 
single day.

It is a worm from one to two inches long, 


striped on the back with yellow, brown and 
.ight red, with green belly, and sixteen legs. 
It is rather active in its movements, which 
are much like the caterpillar, and readily 
marches over fence boards and other ob- 
structions. 


P. S. The worms are emerging from the 


whole length of tho slough from Astor 
Heights northward as far as the bush runs. 
Men have all day been employed by the city, 
plowing and ditching, to confine ;them to 
their present limits, and in some instances 
the feucas have'been torn down.

visit to Centerville and .the vicinity of Bull's 
Run on Saturday, was so strongly impressed 
with the difficulty of forcing the enemy's 
position that he returned in great haste to

It being too late for this, however, he sent 
on all the available .troops to strengthen the 
reserve; It .appears, also, that a conviction, 
of the hopelessness of the attack weighed

Gen. Scott has for a long while been of 


the opinion, in view of the well drilled mili- 
tia of the south, that camps of instruction 
should be established for our troops, and 
that they should be thoroughly educated 
before venturing into the field for active 
service. 
The popular sentiment of tbe peo- 


ple, which is frequently very erroneous, and 
proved to be so at this time, overruled Gen. 
bcott, and an early .battle was determined 
upon. It has been had, and the results are 
before us. 


The barbarities practiced by the rebels at 


the battle of Bull's Run are unparalleled. 
An instance is related where a private of 
the First Connecticut Regiment found a 
wounded rebel lying in the sun, and lifted 
him up and carried him to a shade, where 
he gently laid him and gave him a drink 
from his canteen. Revived by the drink, 
the ingrate drew his pistol and shot his 
benefactor through the heart. Another in- 
stance is related of a troop of rebel cavalry 
deliberately firing upon a number of woun- 
ded men, who had been placed together in 
the shade by their comrades, and amon£ 
whom was a rebel officer, who had received 
the^ame kind attention. It is said by Vir- 
ginians who have come from the battle-field 
that these fiends in human shape have tak- 
en the bayonets and knives of our wounded 
a'nd dying soldiers, and thrust them into 
their hearts, and left them sticking there ; 
and that some of the Louisiana Zouaves 
have severed the heads of our dead from 
their bodies, and amused themselves by 
kicking them about as footballs. 


1 A Zouave who was taken prisoner with 
six others, and subsequently effected his es- 
cape, arrived here to-night with a broken 
handcuff on his wrist. He reports that the 
Zouaves were treated with Indian barbarity 
by the rebels, many being pinioned to 
trees and tormented with bayonets thrust at 
them.

Capt. Downey, of the Zouaves, was woun- 


ded on the field, and his body was after- 
wards found literally cut to pieces.

Among the prisoners taken at Bull's Run 


and brought to Washington is Major Gen. 
George H. Stewart, the commander of the 
first division of Maryland rebel volunteers. 


There is no'doubt that the ""rebels were 


actually retreating towards Manassas Junc- 
tion at-the very time when our soldiers were 
running towards Centerville. The 
rein- 


forcements from Manassas were probably 
intended to cover the retreat of the troops 
that had been engaged in the-action. Loug 
before the panic on pur side occurred, the 
wagon train of :the rebelrwas wendiug its 
way from the field, plainly indicating their 
intention to retire. 
This train was followed 


by large bodies of infantry, and it is proba- 
ble that, if.our men had stood their ground 
even fifteen minutes longer, they would 
have had undisputed possession of the field. 


It is stated by a Virginian, who came 


from Manjissas jnto our lines .to-day, that 
the order for the retreat of the rebels^had 
already been issued. It is evident that the 
rebels did not immediately understand the 
movement on our side. 
They thought 


themselves whipped, and the sudden retire- 
ment of their victors undoubtedly astonish- 
ed them.

that no pursuit was attempted for any con-

Two of the prisoners taken at Bull's JBnn 


on Sunday were : brought to this city and 
lodged in the guard-bouse last night. They 
belong to a Georgia regiment attached to 
Gen.

Batteries, fighting them until they were 
completely whipped. 
At seven o'clock 


Gen. McDowell gave orders to march fur- 
ther into the gap. 
The position of the en- 


emy waa something in the shape of a horse 
shoe, with batteries on the circle around, 
our army marching towards tho center of 
of it. 
When tho general discovered that 


we were in tho midst of tho enemy's can- 
non, on every side, he gave orders to re- 
treat, and was the first man to obey the 
order. After being without food or drink 
"or twenty-four hours, any man, I think, 
would consider it hard to march right into 
the enemy'u batteries in that way. We 
were exhausted by lorjgjfasting and thirst. 
Every soldier who baa lost a friend feels 
that ho has boon murdered, instead of hav- 
ng met a glorious death on the battle field. 
A great deal of blame is attached to officers 
*or want of experience. 


I have just been to see Sherman's bat- 


tery. It has come out of the fight with 
iioro guns aud horses than they went in 
with, having captured several. If you had 
seen them in the last position they were in 
luring the battle, you would have thought 
they could have whipped the world. When 
they had orders to retreat, the enemy's cav- 
alry and infantry followed — the battery 
with six pieces wheeled upon the rebela 
ind gave them u perfect hailstorm which 
suddenly checked their progress in that di- 
rection. 


We have four prisoners in our camp. 


ireut barbarities were inflicted upon our 
wounded by the enemy upon the battle 
held. We will pay them for it when we 
meet them again under Gen. MeClellau.''

Sergeant Mix'.cr, of Company ].«', Massa- 


chusetts olh, nn intelligent Uostouian, lay 
in the woods near Bull's Run bridge thro' 
Sunday night, and .succeeded in malting his 
scape, although the cavalry who, support- 
d by a few pieces of artillery, attacked our 
rear, came within a few rods of him. 


At 5 or l> o'clock on Monday morning he 


mssed through Centreville, the streets of 
which were then lull of our disorganized 
soldiery, but no oflicer did ho see until he 
reached Fairfax, where he found an old Ma- 
jor. 


On the road Sergeant Mixter overtook 


two negroes, who said that they were slaves, 
and hud been employed as cooks for the 2d 
rVlubauia regiment. The rations which they 
prepared were corn, for hoc cakes, pickled 
pork, and smoked shoulders. There was 
plenty of hard bread, but it was kept back 
lor times of emergency. One of them de- 
clared he knew ot his own knowledge that 
iho quartermaster of the rebel army nerved 
out on .Sunday morning rations t'ur 01,000 
men. 


The battle was conducted within their ob- 


servation in this wise: every regiment after 
it had been taken to the front and had de 
livered its lire was withdrawn from the field 
and a fresh one substituted, the lorraer in 
some rase* returning after it had timo to 
close up ranks and reload.

these fugitive slaves, who were also bound 
to Washington, bet'uro he arrived here.

der penalties in case of refusal. 


A DUBIOUS COLOXEL.

Sunday's retreat by a regular oflicer, who 
asked him where hia regiment was. He 
said he did not know. He was told he 
ought to know, and ought to be with them 
He made some paltry excuse, to which his 
interrogator replied, calling him by name 
" You're a coward, air."

OCR SAVAGE FOES.—It is time that we 


understood the real character of the foe we 
are called upon to encounter.

was the fealty they .owed to the government 
against which they had taken up arms. 
Officers reared and educated by the country 
fer its defense, have, in the hour of peril, 
perjured themselves, and gone'off to lead 
the hosts of disunion, without let or hind- 
rance. 
Traitors, known as traitors, revel 


in high places at Washington, and keep 
Davis and Beauregard advised of.secrets, 
too precious to trust to. the loyal people..of 
the .north, because their removal' 'might, 
wound some sensitive secessionist. Pirates 
prey upon our<£ommerce,.and the hand of 
justice is withheld lest Davis, as .he inso- 
lently threatens, visit vengeance upon those 
who have been so unfortunate as to. fall in- 
to his hands. .

them as destitute, of all the. attributes of 
humanity. 
Wo are told that during the 


fight " they carried American flags to de- 
ceive our men, and when small squads that 
had got separated from their regiments ap- 
proached these flags, they were fired upon 
and slaughtered. 
The rebels also fired upon 


the wounded, standing them up for targets, 
and Men firing upon them. 
One of the 


Connecticut men saw this done. 
A number 


of the 2d New York saw the rebel's sharp- 
shooters fire upon and kill two vivaudiers 
who were giving wine and water to the 
wounded. They also shot at ambulances 
bringing off the wounded, attacked flags of 
truce sent out to succor the suffering, fired 
point blank at tlie buildings used as hos- 
pitals, and, it is said by some, that they 
fired the buildings. Capt. Haggorty of the 
69th was killed in a charge. 
When his 


hody.was found, his throat was cnt-from 
ear to ear, and his ears and nose were cut 
off. 
Many ol the wounded were found thus 


disfigured. 
The faces of our dead in the 


skirmish on Thursday, w.ere found horribly 
mauled with the butt-ends of muskets, and 
their bodies filled with wounds, evidently 
inflicted after they had fallen iu the field. 
Poor dipt. Downey, of the Fire Zouaves, 
on Sunday, being overpowered by numbers, 
threw down his .arms and surrendered.— 
' We take no prisoners, d 
n you,' was the 


reply, and he was literally blown to pieces, 
no less than sixteen balls entering his 
body." 


Such are the experiences of our brave 


soldiers at the hands of these worse than 
savages. 
It is terrible to contemplate tbe 


fearful retribution which will eventually be 
meted out by onr troops to the foe ; but, if 
they provoke it by such acts of barbarity, 
they cannot justly complain.—N. Y. Trib- 
une. 


The result of the battle, by clearly re- 


vealing the strength of the secession forces 
at tbis point, and the nature of its fortifica- 
tions, has served to show how inadequate 
were the numbers sent to dislodge them.— 
Armed with cannon of small calibre, and 
weakly supported by cavalry, the national

are evidently the result of patient labor, ex- 
tending through many weeks, are not to be 
reduced in a day by the dash of light flying 
artillery, however, efficiently served, or to 
be taken by storm, however impetuous and 
yet cool may be the valor of the national 
troops.--National Intelligencer.

traces of horses to run away. But beside 
being brave, Judge Potter has sense enough 
not to thrust himself into useless danger 
where he could be of no practical service. 
And hence we are strongly of the impress 
ioo he wag not at, arid did. not ran from 
Bull's Run, on the occasion in question.^— 
Milwaukee Sentinel. 


A. Letter from a Member of tbe Jonei- 
ville Volunteers* 


We have received a letter from A. E. 


Lane, a drummer for the Jaaesville Volun- 
teers. He was in the battle of thb 21st. 
Strange to say, he fails to tell us whether 
the members of.his company are all safe or 
not—there is not a word about what we are 
all most anxious to know, the fate of friends 
who were in the fight. But we infer from 
his silence on this point, that none were" in- 
jured. 
Certainly if any .of Mr. Lane's 


comrades were wounded or dead he would 
have mentioned it. 
His letter ia .dated 


Wellington, J.uly 23. He says: 


" Onr men were with Sherman's battery 


in the advance column when 'the attack was 
made upon the enemy at six o'clock in the 
morning; . We drove them out, and contin- 
ued to drive them from six bold stands 
which they made, and from two masked 
:batteries, fighting them until they were 
completely whipped. 
At seven o'clock 


Gen. McDowell gave orders, to march fur- 
ther into the gap. 
The position of the en- 


emy was something in the shape of a horse 
shoe, with batteries on the circle around, 
our army marching towards the center of 
of it. 
When the general discovered that 


we were in the midst of the enemy's can- 


non, 
on every side, he gave orders to re- 


treat, and was the first man to obey the 
order. After being without food or drink 
for twenty-four hours,1 any man, I think, 
would consider it-hard to march right into 
the enemy's batteries in that way. We 
were exhausted by longjfasting and thirst. 
Every soldier who has lost a friend feels 
that he has been murdered, instead of hav: 
ing met a glorious death on the battle field. 
A great deal of blame is attached to officers 
for want-of experience. 


I have just been to see Sherman's bat- 


cry. .It has come' out of the fight "with 
more guns and horses than they went in 


ith, having captured several. If you had 
een them in the last position they were in 
uring the battle, you would have thought 
iey could have whipped the world. When 
ley had orders to' retreat, the enemy's cav- 
Iry and infantry followed — the battery 
rilh six pieces wheeled upon the rebels 
nd gave them a perfect 'hailstorm which 
uddenly checked their progress in that di- 
ection.

WASHINGTON, July 23. 


All our losses were in advancing—none 


n falling back. There was no panic in 
•ont. This was confined mainly to the 


wagon-drivers, straggling soldiers, and fu- 


itive officers at the rear of the columns. 
Onr greatest deficiency was in cool and 


ompetent officers. . The men fought nobly, 
nd were ready for anything which experi- 
nced commanders would order them to do. 


Go?. Sprague -behaved with conspicuous 
allantry, and insisted on making a stand 
>r another fight at Centervi'le, but the men 


were too ranch demoralized by the panic 
which sprang up in the rear. 


Cola. Hunter and Heintzelman have sent 


word that, in spite of their wounds, they 
will take the field again in two days, if de- 
ired. 


When the fourteenth New York entered 
ie field, they passed a wounded Major of 
je rebel army, who begged for water. A 
rivate gave it to him, and he offered his 
old watch in return. The private declined 
o taie it, but the Major insisted, as he said 
ome one else would get it if he did not. 


Russell got a report of the fight off in 
me for the Boston steamer. 
During the fight, the rebels carried Araer- 


can flags to deceive our men. When small 
quads that had got separated from their 
egiments approached these flags, they were 
red upon and slaughtered. The rebels 
Iso fired upon the wounded, standing them 
p for targets, and then firing at them. One 
f the Connecticut men saw this done. 
A number of the second New York saw 
ie rebel sharp-shooters fire upon and ki'l 
wo vivandiers who were giving wine and 
water to-the wounded. 


The rebels also shot at ambulances briug- 


ng off the wounded. They also fired point 
lank at the buildings nsed as hospitals, 
nd it is said by some that they fired the 
uildings. 
Capt. Haggerly, of the sixty-ninth, was 
illed in a charge. When his body was 
und, his throat was cut from ear to ear, 
nd his ears and nose cut off. Many of the 
ounded were found thus disfigured. 
It is charged very positively that Capt. 


Uexander, of the regular army, who was 
n command of a battery, showed cowardice 
nd was the first to run. 
When the colors' of the sixty-ninth were 


aptured by the Virginians, two of them 
eized the flags and were going off with 
lem, when Lieut. Mathews, of Company 
'., Fre Zouaves, fired and killed both the 
irginians, and recovered the flags. 
Capt. Wildey, of Company I, Zouaves, 
illed two out of four Mississippians who 
ere dragging .1 gun. 
All of our men agree in representing that 
ie rebel infantry will not stand a fair fight 
ven with three to our one. They gave 
ay whenever attacked, when not supported 
y artillery. 


A spectator of the scene tells me that the 


louaves literally decimated the Black Horse 
iavalry, the celebrated rebel troop. About 
ie middle of the battle the Zouaves fired 
y platoons upon the rebel infantry station- 
d in the woods. After they had fired they 
iscovered a troop of horse coming down 
n their rear. They carried the American 
ag, which deceived Col. Heintzelman, and 
made him believe they were United States 
avalry, and he so told the Zouaves. As 
ley came nearer, their true character was 
iscovered, but too late for all the Zouaves 
o reload. 
The regiment faced and roceiv- 


d the cavalry as they came down with lev- 
led bayonets, which threw them into con- 
usion. Then away went muskets, and the 
Zouaves went in with their knives and pis- 
ols. They seized the horses and stabbed 
lie riders. 
In this hand-to-hand conflict 


be Black Horse Troop were handled in 
beir own professed way of fighting. The 
equel showed the Zouaves to be the most 
xpert handlers of the knife. 
When the 


ght was over, there were not twenty of the 
our hundred cavalry left alive. Men and 
lorses had been cut to pieces by the infuri- 
,ted redshirts. This troop 'of cavalry had 
masted they would picket their horses in 
he grounds of the White House. 


The colors of the Fifth Massachusetts 


regiment were lost in the last fight, but res- 
cued by one of the reporters, Mr. Stedman, 
if the World. 


It is well authenticated that in several in- 


itances pur men fired upon each other.— 
/ompany I, of the Thirty-eighth Regiment 
tfew york Volunteers, suffered severely from 
inch a mischance. 


Our loss of field-pieces is no so great as 


'. have heretofore estimated it. 
Every gun 


of Capt. Ayres' battery, formerly Sherman's, 
was brought off safe—only some caissons 
>eing lost. The loss of baggage-wagons 
will not exceed fifty. In small arms our 
osa is at least three thousand. 


The Colonels of bur regiments appear to 


lave been in the thickest of the fight, if we 
may judge of the casualties. 
The returns 


show four killed and seven wounded. There 
were thirty-six in -the engagement, which 
gives a ratio of one in three killed or 
wounded. 


About one-half of the Rhode Islanders 


are in their old quarters. They are not 
jadly cut up, and but little demoralized.— 
Gov. Sprague has given orders to the offi- 
cers to spare no expense in getting the reg- 
ments in condition, and to charge the cost 
to him.

The secessionists of Washington make 


no concealment of their exultation. 
The 


prisoners taken from the rebels and in con- 
inement in" Washington are liberally sup- 
plied with cakes, pies, wines and clothing 
by women who commend them as the great- 
est patriots in the country.' 


There were two riots near Willard's to- 


day. About 1 o'clock a squad of men were 
passing the hotel with three rebel prisoners 
taken at Still's Run. One of these was re- 
cognized by the Zouaves.as a man who had 
been active in the fight of Sunday. They 
made a rnsh for the prisoners, but were kept 
off by the guard. One of the Zouaves threw 
a stone which hit the man they had recog- 
nized on the head, and knocked him down. 
Another of the prisoners was hit by a knife 
thrown by a Zonave. The guard succeeded 
in getting their prisoners into the temporary 
buildings, and kept the crowd at bay until 
the cavalry could bfr sent for. When they 
arrived the crowd was sooii dispersed. 


A little after a prominent citizen was ex- 


pressing secession sentiments. The Zou- 
aves took after him, and again the cavalry 
was called to quell the riot and rescue the 
obnoxious man. 


The removal of Gen. Patterson was in 


response to strong remonstrances from Phil 
adelphia, from men who questioned his loy 
ally. It will be recollected:-that after the 
surrender of Sumpter the people of Phila 
delpbia demanded that certain persons 
should display the American flag, and tha 


the ficst house visited by the excited popu- 
lace was that of Gen. Patterson. The un- 
erring-instincts of the mob pointed him out 
then as a sympathizer with, the rebels, and 
later events go far to prove they were cor- 
rect. 
The foreign ministers are in a great quan- 


dary. It is their duty to keep their respec- 
tive "overnments advised of the condition 
of things. According to European rules, 
the defeat of government forces within 
twenty miles of its capital, implies the over- 
throw" of the government. They find it dif- 
ficult to overthrow this established rule of. 
judging, and yet hesitate to report the opin- 
ion that the government is incapable of sus- 
taining itself.

Our Volunteers are Brave, but who 
•hull Lead Them I 


In looking over the n. .-counts of the bat- 


tle, we must come to the conclusion that 
our men fought bravely. The volunteers 
did not flinch, even when standing under 
fire for hours. There never was a braver 
army of soldiers went into the .field — they 
needed nothing but competent leaders to 
have been victorious, even against the im- 
mense odds against them. 


A great many 'opinions have been given 


as to the cause of the retreat. Some have 
attributed it to the stampede among the 
teamsters and civilians. This may have 
prevented a rally at Centerville ; but we be- 
lieve the first order to retreat was given by 
McDowell himself, who found that he had 
been drawn by the enemy into a net, and 
retired to prevent the center division of the 
army, which he led, from being surrounded 
and cut off. The rebels thought they had 
had him far enough into the trap, and then 
they charged with fresh cavalry upon his 
rear. To get out of the scrape, he ordered 
his forces to retire, which they did in good 
order; but their retreat caused a panic 
among the teamsters, reporters, congress- 
men, &c., behind them, and it was princi- 
pally these, and a few cowards in the army, 
who were guilty of the disgraceful rout that 
followed. 
Our belief is that the main part 


of the army which had done the fighting 
during the day, and the principal portion o' 
the reserve at Centreville, could have been 
rallied at the latter place, had there been 
an officer on the ground in whom the army 
had confidence. 


What are we to do for officers ? Take 


them from the regular army? Look at 
Miles, who writes U. S. A. after his name, 
so drank on the day of the battle, that he 
refused to obey an order to bring his divi- 
sion into the field. He was entrusted with 
-the command of the reserve, the next most 
important post to that of commander in 
chief. He was an educated officer in the 
regular service. While this was the con- 
duct of an officer in the regular service, 
there were volunteer officers who were cool 
and collected during the action. So we 
must conclude that our officers must not all 
come from the regular service, and that we 
are not always certain of obtaining good 
officers from that source. The only alter- 
native is to try them in action, and advance 
the meritorious. 
We have tried McClellan, 


Lyon and Sigel. Here are three whom we 
can trust, and we believe that names from 
the battle field of the 21st will be added to 
the list. We must look for the hero who is 
to lead the nation out of this trouble by 
the light of experience in the field of con- 
flict ; when the right man is fonnd he will 
fill a lofty place in the history of onr age. 
Who is the man ? The people are strain- 
ing their eyes to catch a glimpse of him — 
their hearts go out into the dim future to meet 
him. Will he come in time to save the re- 
public?

Incident* of-the EUglil «t Pull's Run. 


From a graphic-account of the battle at 


Bull's'Rap, published "in the New York 
World,-we^tlean the following incidents of 
the great tout:— ' , ' : . * 
"; By the time I reached the top of the hill, 
the retreat, the panic, the hideous headlong 
confusion, were now beyond a hope. I was 
near the rear of the movement, with the 
brave Capt Alexander, who undeavored by 
the most gallant but unavailable exertions 
to check the onward tumult. It was diffi- 
cult to believe in the reality of our sudden 
reverse. .-*Wha1t dpes.it.all mean ?" I ask- 
ed" Alexander. ''K means defeat," was his 
reply. ".We.are,beaten ; it is a shameful, 
a cowardly retreat! Hold up, men 1" he 
shouted, "don't be such infernal cowards!" 
and he rode backwards and forwards, pla- 
cing his horse across the road and vainly 
trying to rally the running troops. The 
teams and wagons .confused and dismem- 
bered'every corps. We were now cut off 
from-the advance body by the enemy's in- 
fantry, who had rushed on the slope just 
left by us, snrjrouiided the guns and sutler's 
wagons, and were apparently pressing up 
against us. "It's ho use, Alexander," I 
said, "yoaHnnst-leave with the"rest." "I'll 
be d—d if-I will,1' was the sullen reply, and 
and the splendid fellow rode back to make 
bis way as best he could. Meantime I saw 
officers with leaves and eagles on their 
shoulder-straps, majors and colonels, who 
had deserted their commands, pass me gal- 
loping as if for dear life. No enemy pur- 
sued them just then ; but I suppose all were 
afraid that his guns would be turned down 
the long, narrow avenue, and mow the re- 
treating thousands, and batter to pieces ar- 
my wagons and everything else which 
crowded it" •" Only one field officer, so far 
as my observation extended, seemed to 
have remembered his duty. Lieut. Colonel 
Speidel, a foreigner attached to a Connecti- 
cut regiment, strove against the current for 
a league. I positively declare that, with 
with the two exceptions mentioned, all ef- 
forts made to check the panic before Cen- 
terville was reached, was confined to civil- 
ians. I saw a man in "citizens' dress who 
had thrown off his coat, seized a musket, 
and was trying to rally the soldiers who 
came-by at the point of the bayonet. In 
reply to a request for his name, he said it 
was Washbnrne, and I learned that he was 
the member by that name from Illinois.— 
The Hon. Mr. Kellogg made a similar effort. 
Bsth these congressmen bravely stood their 
ground till the last moment, and were serv- 
iceable at Centerville in assisting the halt 
there ultimately made. And other civilians 
did what they could. 


THE PANIC. 


But what a scene 1 and how terrific the 


onset of that tumultuous retreat. For three 
miles, hosts of federal troops—all detached 
from their regiments, all mingling in one 
disorderly rout—were fleeing along the 
road, but mostly through the lots on either 
side. Army wagons, sutlers' teams, and 
private carriages, choked the passage, tum- 
bling against each other, amid clouds of 
dust, and sickening sights and sounds.— 
Hacks, containing unlucky spectators of 
the late affray, were smashed like glass, and 
the occupants were lost sight of iu the de- 
bris. Horses, flying wildly from the battle 
field, many of them in death agony, gallop- 
ed at random forward, joining in the stam- 
pede. Those on foot who could catch them 
rode them bare-back, as much to save them- 
selves from being run over, as to make 
quicker time. Wounded men, lying along 
the banks—the few either left on the field 
not taken to the captured hospitals, appeal- 
ed with raised hands to those who rode 
horses, begging to be lifted behind, but few 
regarded such petitions. Then the artille- 
ry, such as was saved, came thundering 
along, smashing and overpowering every- 
thing. The regular cavalry, I record it to 
their shame, joined in the melee, adding to 
its terrors, for they rode down footmen with- 
out mercy. One of the great guns over- 
turned and lay amid the rains of a caisson, 
as I passed it. I saw an artillery-man run- 
ning between the ponderous fore and after 
wheels of his gun-carriage, hanging on with 
both hands, and vainly striving to jump 
upon the ordinance. 
The drivers were 


spurring the horses.; he could not cling 
much louger, and a more agonized expres- 
sion never fixed the features of U drowning 


in. 
The carriage bounded from the 


roughness of a steep hill leading to a creek, 
he lost his hold, fell, and in an instant the 
great wheels had crushed the life out of 
him. 
Who ever saw such a flight ? Could 


the retreat at Borodino have exceed- 
ed it in tumult and confusion ? 1 think 
not. It did not slack in the least until 
Centerville was reached. 
There the sight 


of the reserve—Miles' brigade—formed in 
order on' the hill, seemed somewhat to re- 
assure the van. But still the teams and 
foot soldiers pushed on, passing their own 
camps and beading swiftly for the distant 
Potomac, until for ten miles the road over 
which the grand army had so lately passed 
southward, gay with unstained banner, and 
lushed with surety of strength, was cover- 
ed with the fragments of its retreating 
Forces, shattered and panic-stricken in a 
single day.

SINGULAR 
OCCURRENCE.—The last 


Green Fay Advocate says: 


GREEN BAT INVADED.—On Sunday last 
troop of what is here supposed to be the 


much dreaded .""army worms " made their 
appearance from the marshy ground to the 
east of Monroe street, near the central 
school house, and commenced an onslaught 
on the gardens in the neighborhood. The 
Trass over which they passed was destroyed 
is totallv as if a fire had swept over it.— 
The groundtfpr a space a little more than a 
block in size, was literally black with the 
worms. Several gardens have been attack- 
ed, and efforts are now being made to stay 
their progress, by digging ditches with over- 
hanging sides; but vnth what success is not 
yet demonstrated. The cool night of Sun 
day made them torpid, and they did not get 
under active way before the middle of the 
forenoon. 


It is a worm from one to two inches long, 


striped on the back with yellow, brown and 
light red, with green belly, and sixteen legs.

PHILADELPHIA, July 26. 


The Evening Bulletin has a special dis 


patch from : Washington, which states, on 
authority of a letter from Leesburg, that 
Col. Corcoran and Congressman Ely are 
prisoners at Manassas. 


The dispatch also states that Col. Wade 


Hampton was killed, and that the.rebels 
are taking care of our wounded and bury- 
ing our dead. Scouting parties of the reb- 
els came within three miles of Washington 
last night. 


WASHINGTON, July 26. 


. .Commercial's special.—The loss of the 
rebels from estimates by their own military 
authorities is 2,000. 


The South Carolina troops suffered the 


most severely, being nearly cut to pieces. 


A secessionist in this city declares that 


he has private advices from Richmond to 
the effect that Monday was a day of mourn- 
icg rather than rejoicing in that city, on 
account of the great number of rebel troops 
killed. 


The fact that nothing has been heard 


from the persons who went out with a flag 
of truce to recover the body of Col. Came- 
ron, is interpreted as an indication that the 
rebels have some new scheme on foot which 
they desire to keep secret. 


By Saturday night there will be at least 


100,000 federal troops on the line of the 
Potomac, extending from Alexandria to 
Harper's Ferry. 


FORT MONROE, Jnly 25. 


Lieut. Crosby yesterday took charge of 


an expedition to Rook river, consisting of 
three hundred men and two field pieces on 
a propeller, and six launches. 
The epedi- 


tion was entirely successful. Lieut. Crosby 
surprised and burned nine schooners and 
sloops belonging to the confederates, and 
brought off one valuable prize, a schooner 
loaded with bacon, corn, etc. 


BOSTON, July 26. 


The U. S. steamer South Carolina, com- 


mander Allen, was off Galveston on the 7tb 
of July. She had captured 11 rebel ships 
since entering the blockade. The third 
one of the prizes had arrived at Pensacola 
under command of Capt. Baxter. 


ST. JOHN, N. F., July 26. 


The City of Baltimore from Liverpool 


17tb, was boarded off Cape Eace Thursday 
nipht by the Associated Press' Yacht. She 
brings $420,000 iu specie. Political news 
unimportant. The London Times thinks 
the heavy taxation recommended by Presi- 
dent Lincoln will lead the north to recon- 
sider their rejection of peace, and to com- 
promise. City article of the 18th says the 
consol market was heavy yesterday with a 
decline of J. 


CLEVELAND, July 26. 


The republican state committee .met at 


Columbus"'yesterday, all parts of the state 
were represented. Resolutions were passed 
declaring it not now expedient to call a 
convention of the republican party for nom- 
inating officers to be chosen at the coming 
state election. 


It was resolved that the democratic cen- 


tral committee be requested to unite with 
this committee in a call for a joint conven- 
tion for the purpose of nominating suitable 
state officers. 
The call to be addressed to 


all in favor of the Union and constitutional 
preservation, and to all in favor of the 
union of states in maintaining the ii.teg'-ity 
of the national government, and a vigorous 
and combined prosecution of the war. Un- 
less the democratic committee accept the 
proposition for a union by the 6th of Aug.. 
the executive committee is directed to issue 
to the people of Ohio a call for a conven 
tion of delegates to nominate candidates to 
be chosen without reference to party, on 
the simple basis of tie maintainance of the 
government and the suppression of rebel- 
lion against it.

WASHINGTON, July 26,1861—9 P. M. 


The House has been quarreling all day, 


and is still quarreling, over the question of 
a direct tax. 
The Northwestern interest is 


strongly against it, the chief objection be- 
ing that it levies a tax wholly noon real es- 
tate, leaving monied capitalists untaxed, 
thus bearing unjustly on the farming popu 
lation. The result is doubtful, but some 
tax seems indispensible to procure the ne- 
gotiation of the loan, which will hang fire 
until the regular payment of interest is 
somehow secured. The treasury is now 
destitute of funds. Congress votes five hun- 
dred millions to sustain the Government, 
but the Government asks where is the mon- 
ey, and where can it be obtained without 
some assurance that the interest will be 
paid ? Members vote the loan unhesitating- 
ly, and dispute how to make their previous 
vote serviceable. 


Mr. Simmon's tariff bill, as reported from 


the Senate Committee, to-day, imposes two 
cents duty on raw sugar, on refined sugar 
four cents, on molasses five cents, on tea 
fifteen cents, and on coffee four cents. 
It 


will therefore be seen that in these respects 
the bill differs but little from Secretary 
Chase's, (and which has passed the House) 
the duty on raw sugar being reduced one- 
balf a cent, and on coffee one cent a pound, 
from the rates proposed by Mr, Chase. It 
is thought the Simmon's bill will pass in 
preference to the other.

CAIRO, July 26. 


The rebel troops at Union City are on 


the move. It is rumored, moreover, that a 
fleet of steamers came up from Memphis 
ou last Wednesday, and yesterday and to- 
day were busily engaged in transporting 
the troops to New Madrid, Missouri. 


Scouts who have come in from among 


them report a large number of rebels al- 
ready rendezvoued at that place. Their 
avowed object is to attack Bird's Point. 
Our troops on the Point are ready for them. 


Civilians are prohibited crossing to Bird's 


Point from Cairo after to-day. But for 
these restrictions I could tell you many 
things that show a fight in that quarter to 
be imminent. 


LOUISVILLE, July 20. 


A special dispatch to the Charleston 


Mercury, on the 23d, says so soon as it be- 
came evident that the enemy meant to give 
battle on Sunday, President (!) Davis has- 
tened to the scene of action, arriving in 
time to take part in the battle, and imme- 
diately assumed command of the center. 
Beauregard commanded the right wing and 
Johnston the left. It was against John- 
ston's command that the enemy concentra- 
ted their best troops and fought most obsti- 
nately. At one time our left was pressed 
so severely that the issue "of the conflict iu 
that direction seemed doubtful. It was 
here that Barton's Georgia regiment was 
posted, and which was so badly cut up. A 
large body of our troops from the center 
was sent at this critical moment to the as- 
sistance of Johnston and turned the tide 
of battle. The enemy broke and fled be- 
fore the impetuous charges of the southern- 
ers, and the battle soon became a rout. 


The latest from Richmond, 22d, says 


congress met at noon, and after prayer had 
been offered, the following dispatch was 
read before that body : 
" MANASSAS JUNCTION, Sunday Night. 
"The night has closed upon a hard- 


fought field. Our forces won a glorious 
victory. The enemy was routed and fled 
precipitately, abandoning a large amount 
of arms, ammunition, knapsacks and bag- 
gage. The ground is str«wn for miles with 


those killed, and farm houses and grounds 
are filled with the wounded. The pursuit 
was continued along several routes towards 
Leesbnrgand Centerville.. until- darkness 
covered the fugitives. We have captured 
several field batteries and a regimental 
stand of colors, and one United States flag. 
Many prisoners have been taken. 
Too 


high praise cannot be bestowed whether for 
the skill of the principal officers or for the 
gallantry of all our troops. The battle was 
fought mainly on our left. Our force there 
was 15,000; that of the enemy estimated 
at"45,000.

Another dispatch says the entire force 


of the confederates was about 40,000, and 
the United States force near 80,000. No 
particulars are received of the dead and 
wounded. L. M; Brush has been arrested 
at Manassas as a spy, with federal passes 
on his body.

WASHINGTON, Jnly 26. 


According to letters from rebel sources, 


the loss of the enemy, ou. Sunday was from 
one to two thousand. They claim to have 
captnred 1142 prisoners, 15,000 small arms, 
42 cannon, and one hundred wagons. Dur 
real loss of arms and wagons is proved to be 
much less than this estimate,and probably the 
number of prisoners is equally exaggerated. 
Gen. Eppa Horton, of Virginia, was killed. 
Col. Corcoran, of the 69th, and Congress- 
man Ely are " safe " at Manassas. The 
South Carolina troops suffered terribly. 
Col. Wade Hampton's regiment was cut to 
pieces. Only 32,000 rebels are said to have 
been engaged, bat 60,000 were in reserve. 


It is now doubtful whether Col. Miles has 


actually been arrested, but his command 
has been taken from him, and the evidence 
that he was drunk is conclusive. . 


Gen. McClellan is expected hourly. 
The three months regiments are going 


home as fast as they can be sent away.— 
Some of them received the order to go un- 
expectedly, having intended to stay for the 
present. The Ohio, Connecticut, New Jer- 
sey, and Col. Burnside's Rhode Island regi- 
ments, have arrived from Virginia. Up- 
wards of ten additional regiments arc at 
Baltimore, whence they are wanted. 


Postal communication between Harper's 


Ferry and Washington has been re-estab- 
lished. 


WASHINGTON, July 26—9 P. M. 


An army order has been issued constitu- 


ting the department of northeastern Virgin- 
ia, now under Gen. McDowell, and that.of 
Washington, now under Gen. Mansfield, to 
which the counties of Prince Goorge, Mont 
gomery and Frederick, iu the state of Mary- 
land, are added—a new geographical divi- 
sion under McClellan. The department of 
the Shenandoah, Gen. Banks, is to include 
Washington and Alleghany counties, in 
Maryland, and such parts of the state as 
may be covered by the army in its opera- 
ations. By another section of the order, 
all officers of volunteers are required to pass 
the examination of a military board, ap- 
pointed by the war department with the 
concurrence of the general-in-chief. 


We have seventy-five prisoners in jail at 


the old capitol. 


A surgeon who was on duty on the field 


of battle, left some thirty wounded under a 
tree while he went to an officer. Among 
them were several whose limbs be bad am- 
putated. On his return he found that the 
rebels had killed almost all of the thirty, 
among them those who had suffered ampu- 
tation. The surgeon has testified to these 
facts himself. 


Two hundred of the Minnesota regiment 


are missing, of whom two commissioned of- 
ficers, five non-commissioned officers, and 
forty-one privates are known to be killed ; 
and six commissioned officers, thirteen non- 
commissioned officers, and seventy privates 
are wounded. 


Three vessels will arrive here to-morrow, 


bringing a portion of Gen. Butler's force 
from Fortress Monroe, no movement being 
designed there at present. 
Troops are 


more needed on the Potomac line. The reb- 
els have begun assassinating our pickets 
from Fall's Church to Alexandria. Pour 
iu the drilled voluuteers ! 


Richmond letters state there is little re- 


joicing there over the dubious victory of 
Sunday.

WASHINGTON, July 23. 


The faces of our dead, in the skirmish on 


Thursday, were horribly mauled with the 
butt-ends of muskets, and their bodies filled 
with wounds, evidently inflicted after they 
had fallen upon the field. Poor Captain 
Downey, of the Fire Zouaves, on Sunday, 
being overpowered by numbers, threw down 
his arms and surrendered. " We take no 
prisoners, d—n ye," was the reply, and he 
was literally blown to pieces, no less than 
sixteen balls-entering his body. 


It is said that Secretary Cameron, after a 


visit to Centerville and the vicinity of Bull's 
Run on Saturday, was so strongly impressed 
with the difficulty of forcing the enemy's 
position that he returned in great haste to 
Washington for the purpose of changing 
the orders concerning the army movement. 
It being too late for this, however, he sent 
on all the available troops to strengthen the 
reserve. It appears, also, that a conviction 
of the hopelessness of the attack weighed 
upon most of the officers of our army.— 
General McDowell considered a victory of 
so much importance that he felt it necessa- 
ry to risk defeat. It is stated by some of 
those engaged in the fight that cur men 
were exhausted with hunger, having eaten 
only dry bread on Sunday, and that if they 
had been properly fed they would have fought 
with a better heart. Greater courage they 
could not have shown. 


An Alabama captain, who was taken 


prisoner, declared, b e f o r e dying of his 
wounds, that the forces at and about Ma- 
nassas were 110,000. 


The Zouaves, after taking one battery, 


were rushing upon another when those be- 
hind it cried out, " For God's sake, don't 
shoot your brothers." 
Upon this the Zou- 


aves reserved their fire, until u volley was 
poured in upon them by the battery from 
which the supplications had come. 


Senator Lane, of Indiana,, gave it as his 


opinion that the reason of the -panic was an 
order given; to batteries to return to a cer- 
tain point for ammunition, and this apparent- 
ly .retreating movement of batteries pro- 
duced consternation and panic. By others, 
the order to retreat, which assisted to change 
the fortunes of Sunday, is ascribed to Col. 
Miles, of the army, who commanded the 
Fifth Division. 


As evidence of the utter folly and inca- 


pacity of Gen. Patterson, he telegraphed as 
late as Saturday night for reinforcements, 
stating that Johnston was close at hand and 
i n force. 
; - , - . - • 
: 
All the artillery lost in the. battle will be 


instantly replaced with guns within reach 
at the North. Among the batteries tele- 
graphed for already is tho Whitworth bat- 
;ery, of six or eight rifled guns, presented 
:o the government by patriotic citizens of 
the United States in England which is prob- 
ably already on the way ; as also a full bat- 
tery belonging to the State of Connecticut, 
and one at Harrisbnrg, the property of 
Pennsylvania. 


A Massachusetts Colonel was met in the 


retreat two miles ahead of his regiment, 
which he assured an inquirer was cut to 
pieces. No remonstrances availed to in- 
luce him to turn back, or to wait for bis 


men. 
Subsequently he excused himself by 


saying that he received a sun-stroke, the 
effects of which did not seem, however, to 
have diminished his pace towards Washing 
ton. 


But the palm of infamy must be given to 


the Fourth Pennsylvania Regiment, whose 
three months expired on the morning of the 
battle, and who took the disgraceful step ol 
retiring towards Washington on the morn- 
ing' of the battle. They were met near the 
Long Bridge by regiments which w e r e 
marching to reinforce the advance. 


Gen. Scott is reported, upon excellent 


authority, to have said to the President that 
he had acted like a coward for the first time 
in his life in yielding to the urgency of the 
public, the press, and. members of Congress, 
and advancing upon Manassas before he 
was ready. 


Nine regiments are expected to-night, 


and thirty more will be here in six days.— 
The Secretary of War, to-day, accepted four 
additional regiments and two batteries of 
artillery from Iowa. The Third Irish Reg- 
iment of New York, R. C. Enright, Mejor, 
to be enrolled in six days, was also accept- 
ed to-day. Over 70,000 troops have been 
offered and accepted since yesterday, on 
condition of being here iu from three to fif- 
teen days. 


Peter McCall, of Pennsylvania, Rufus 


King, of Wisconsin, and S. R. Curtis, of 
Iowa, have been appointed Brigadier Gen- 
erals.

WASHINGTON, July 23. 


Gen. Scott has for a long while been of 


the opinion, in view of the well drilled mili- 
tia of the south, that camps of instruction 
should be established for our troops, and 
that they should be thoroughly educated 
before venturing into the field for active 
service. The popular sentiment of the peo- 
ple, which is frequently very erroneous, and 
proved to be so at this time, overruled Gen. 
Scott, and an early battle was determiued 
upon. It has been had, and the results are 
before us. 


The barbarities practiced by the rebels at 


the battle of Bull's Run are unparalleled. 
An instance is related where a private of 
the First Connecticut Regiment found a 
wounded rebel lying in the sun, and lifted 
him up and carried him to a shade, where 
he gently laid him and gave him a drink 
from his canteen. Revived by the drink, 
the ingrate drew his pistol and shot his 
benefactor through the heart. Another in- 
stance is related of a troop of rebel cavalry 
deliberately firing upon a number of woun- 
ded men, who had been placed together in 
the shade by their comrades, and among 
whom was a rebel officer, who had received 
the %ame kind attention. It is said by Vir- 
ginians who have come from the battle-field 
that these fiends in human shape have tak- 
en the bayonets and knivea of our wounded 
and dying soldiers, and thrust them into 
their hearts, and left them sticking there ; 
and that some of the Louisiana Zouaves 
have severed the heads of cur dead from 
their bodies, and amused themselves by 
kicking them about as footballs. 


A Zouave who was taken prisoner with 


six others, and subsequently effected his es- 
cape, arrived here to-night with a broker 
handcuff ou his wrist. He reports that the 
Zouaves were treated with Indian barbarity 
by the rebels, many being pinioned to 
trees and tormented with bayonets thrust at 
them. 


Capt. Downey, of the Zouaves, was woun 


ded on the field, and his body was after- 
wards found literally cut to pieces. It was 
cut into four quarters. 


Among the prisoners taken at Bull's Run 


and brought to Washington is Major Gen. 
George H. Stewart, the commander of the 
first division of Maryland rebel volunteers. 


There is no doubt that the rebels were 


actually retreating towards Manassas Junc- 
tion at-the very time when our soldiers were 
running towards Centerville. The rein- 
forcements from Manassas were probably 
intended to cover the retreat of the troops 
that had been engaged in the action. Long 
before the panic on our side occurred, the 
wagon train of the rebels was wendiug its 
way from the field, plainly indicating their 
intention to retire. This train was followed 
by large bodies of infantry, and it is proba- 
ble that, if our men had stood their ground 
even fifteen minutes longer, they would 
have had undisputed possession of the field. 


It is stated by a Virginian, who came 


from Manassas into onr lines .to-day, that 
the order for the retreat of the rebels,had 
already been issued. It is evident that the 
rebels did not immediately understand the 
movement on our side. 
They thought 


themselves whipped, and the sudden retire- 
ment of their victors undoubtedly astonish- 
ed them. This is apparent from the fact 
that no pursuit was attempted for any con- 
siderable distance. 


Two of the prisoners taken at Bull's Run 


on Sunday were brought to this city and 
lodged in the guard-bouse last night. They 
belong to a Georgia regiment attached to 
Gen. Johnston's division, which, they say, 
'arrived at Manassas on Sunday morn- 
ing. They say that, in an attempt to cap- 
ture Sherman's battery, they were cut to'pie- 
ces by the fire of several regiments, and 
they think that there are not more than two 
hundred of their men left. They laughed 
at the idea of General Patterson overtaking 
them, and say they fooled him completely. 


Special despatch to the New York Herald. 


WASHINGTON, July 24. 


The fac.ts show clearly that the rebels 


were retreating towards Manassas at the 
same time that onr army was flying back to 
Washington. The rebel cavalry was left to 
cover the retreat on their side, and they had 
then no idea that they had won the victory. 
If our fugitives could have been formed in 
order in the rear of the position occupied 
by Blenfcer's reserve, they might have re- 
turned during the night or the next morn- 
ing and triumphantly occupied the very 
field of battle where they fought so well.— 
Not a gun nor a wagon would have been 
lost on our side, but the heavy guns in the 
enemy's.batteries would all have been cap- 
tured. 


An additional evidence of the astonish- 


ment of the rebels at the retirement of bur 
forces is furnished from the fact that on 
Monday morning a gentleman, in citizen's 
dress, rode down the road from Centerville 
to where the camp of the 1st Massachusetts 
regiment had been, and found there a cav- 
alry "picket of the rebels, .wondering, with 
evident amazement, why the camp had been 
vacated so hurriedly as to leave behind the 
blankets and knapsacks of the men. 


G,ov. Sprague, of Rhode Island, had two 


horses shot under him during the action. 
After the first one was killed, by his bead 
being shot away by a cannon ball, his men 
gathered around him and insisted upon his 
going to the rear. This he positively re- 
fused to do, and continued throughout the 
engagement at the head of his brigade, gal- 
lantly leading them on and encouraging 
their efforts. 
. •• • - 


Your, correspondent can himself bear 


personal testimony to the intrepidity of the 
first German rifles.* While the panic was 
at its greatest height, the commander of the 
division rode up to Col. Blenker, after vain- 
ly endeavoring to stem the frantic tide of 
fugitives and remarked to him, " Colonel, 
yon and your regiment can save the repub- 
lic." 
To which the fearless commander re- 


plied, " We have never learned to run be- 
fore the enemy." 


The brave conduct of Col. Hunter, com- 


manding the second divission, deserves spe- 
cial notice. He was shot in the throat, 
while directing in person the second Rhode 
Island regiment, in its gallant assault upon 
a battery. Just before being wounded he i 


had given an order to one of his aids for a 
distant regiment. The aid was about gal- 
loping off, when he saw the coronel fall 
from his horse. He immediately came to 
his assistance, bat the colonel motioned 
him off, telling him, " deliver your order, 
and never mind me—I will take care of my- 
self." 


Lieut. Col. Boone of Mississipppi, one of 


the few prisoners taken by onr troops, states 
that, had the Union troops held their 
ground on the other side of Ball's Run for 
half an hour longer, the entire rebel army 
would have given way. 


How absolute the disintegration of the 


grand army was is fully evidenced by 
the fact that tht brigade commissioners 
would be seen on Sunday night between 
Centreville and Fairfax Conrt House with- 
out aid or a man of their brigades within 
ten miles of them. 


It has thus far been fonnd almost impos- 


sible to gather the debris of the grand ar- 
my into the former encampments of the 
several regiments that participated in the 
precipitate retreat to Washington. Thou- 
sands of men are loafing about the city in 
the most independent fashion. Many of 
the officers continue to set a bad example 
by persisting in the enjoyment of hotel 
comforts, instead of reporting for duty, and 
trying to rally their men and infuse them 
once more with a spirit of order and disci- 
pline.

ARRIVAL OF THE FIFTH REGIMENT IN 


CHICAGO.—The Fifth Regiment arrived in 
Chicago, on Wednesday evening. The Chi- 
cago Tribune says: 
" They are over a thousand strong, and 


are a finely eqnipped and well drilled body 
of men. They have been in camp two 
months, and are already inured to the bard- 
ships of a soldier's life, so far as is possible 
without actual service. They were received 
in the most enthusiastic manner by the cit- 
izens, who thronged the streets along the 
line of march. They are destined for the 
seat of war, and will probably be stationed 
at Washington in the place of some of the 
regiments who are by this time sufficiently 
well drilled and equipped to go into active 
service on the battle-field." 


Their reception at Janesville, from all 


accounts, was a perfect furore of generous 
excitement. An ample repast was provid- 
ed in the depot—the men, women, and chil- 
dren of the town, all endeavoring to excel 
each other in furnishing delicacies and in 
manifesting their approval and admiration. 
When the train left, the whole population 
seemed to be waving their handkerchiefs 
and bidding them God Speed.—Milwaukee 
Sentinel.

OCR SAT AGE FOES.—It is time that we 


understood the real character of the foe we 
are called upon to encounter. -Hitherto 
our treatment'of the rebels has been mark- 
ed with a degree of courtesy and consider- 
ation, a tenderness and delicacy, difficult to 
reconcile with the stern realities of actual 
warfare. Skulkine guerillas, taken with 
arms in their hands, have "been released af- 
ter a few hours' detention, upon taking the 
oath of allegiance—on obligation no more 
binding upon the majority of them than 
was the fealty they owed to the government 
against which they had taken up arms. 
Officers reared and educated by the country 
for its defense, have, in the hour of peril, 
perjured themselves, and gone off to lead 
the hosts of disunion, without let or hind- 
rance. Traitors, known as traitors, revel 
in high places at Washington, and keep 
Davis and Beauregard advised of secrets 
too precious to trust to the loyal people of 
the north, because their removal might 
wound some sensitive secessionist. Pirates 
prey upon ourjcommerce, and the hand of 
justice is withheld lest Davis, as he inso- 
lently threatens, visit vengeance upohlhose 
who have been so unfortunate as to. fall in- 
to his hands. . Tenderness and sentiment 
the rebels construe Jnto weakneess and 
cowardice. 


Under the brutalizing influence of slave- 


ry, the restraints of civilization have X°rn 
away, and their boasted chivalry given place 
to a barbarous cruelty, whose deeds make 
one shudder to contemplate. Their treat- 
ment of our Bounded and prisoners stamps 
them as destitute, of ail the. attributes of 
humanity. We are told that during the 
fight " they carried American flags to de- 
ceive our men, and when small squads that 
had got separated from their regiments ap- 
proached these flags', they were fired upon 
and slaughtered. 
The rebels also fired upon 


the wounded, standing them up for targets, 
and then firing upon them. One of the 
Connecticut men saw this done. A number 
of the 2d New York saw the rebel's sharp- 
shooters fire upon and kill two vivaudiers 
who were giving wine and water to the 
wounded. They also shot at ambulances 
bringing off the wounded, attacked flags of 
truce sent out to succor the suffering, fired 
point blank at the buildings used as hos- 
pitals, and, it is said by some, that they 
tired the buildings. Capt. Ha^orly of the 
69th was killed in a charge. When his 
body .was found, his throat was cut-from 
ear to ear, and his ears and nose were cat 
off. 
Many of the wounded were found thus 


disfigured. Tbe faces of our dead in the 
skirmish on Thursday, were found horribly 
mauled with the butt-ends of muskets, and 
their bodies filled with wounds, evidently 
inflicted after they had fallen in the field. 
Poor Capt. Downey, of the Fire Zouaves, 
on Sunday, being overpowered by numbers, 
threw down his arms and surrendered.— 
' We take no prisoners, d 
n you,' was the 


reply, and he was literally blown to pieces, 
no less than sixteen balls entering his 
body." 


Such are the experiences of our brave 


soldiers at the hands of these worse than 
savages. 
It is terrible to contemplate the 


fearful retribution which will eventually be 
meted out by our troops to the foe: but, if 
they provoke it by such nets of barbarity, 
they cannot justly complain.—N. T. Trib- 
une. 


The result of the battle, by clearly re- 


vealing the strength of the secession forces 
at this point, and the nature of its fortifica- 
tions, has served to show how inadequate 
were the numbers sent to dislodge them.— 
Armed with cannou of small calibre, and 
weakly supported by cavalry, the national 
troops were ill prepared to cope with supe- 
rior numbers entrenched behind heavy field 
pieces, stationed in masked batteries, con- 
structed with the best engineering skill, in 
a region which, by its topographical fea- 
tures, singularly lends itself to purposes ol 
military defense. A system of fortications 
'constructed and arranged as those at and 
near the Manassas Junction are now dis- 
closed to be, could not be expected to fall 
except before the cautious approaches ol 
au army appointed with siege trains neces- 
sary for sucli heavy work. Batteries which 
are evidently the result of patient labor, ex- 
tending through many weeks, are not to be 
reduced in a day by the dash of light flying 
artillery, however, efficiently served, or to 
be taken by storm, however impetuous and 
yet cool may be the valor of the nationa' 
troops.—National Intelligencer.

on an imaginary scene of flight from Bull's 
Bun, in which our representative, Judge
